REPORT OP THE TRIAL.

A white-hairod man, whose year^ at 
are few bc8t,sittiog in the seat of Jus- 
tice sentencing another mnn,lll<ewige 
gray with age. to imprisonment for 
two years, for a f"w liiviai words 
sent tlirou>{h the n.ails. Wor<ls, 
which to llie student of sociolotf v or 
to any libaraliy-minded man, cannot 
be twisted into any shape as to r<'ii 
der toeni indecently ofTensive - word - 
which soiMo of the best lawycr.s aiid 
jiiiljjes ill this city h.ivH deciarcil, 
contain no (larticic of obscenity 
The naked truth, like a luiiin sl.ituc 
inoraln- impresses ui"ii ilirterontiy. 
It -hni l/- and >liaiiii s -oiue, and to 
other:, it i., I), ire and bcaiilifni. 

y\i'n likewise ,sce justii'e ( \;f po 
litii'al partv sees htllc to cniniiicnd 
in tht> jud^'iiieiits <if another. The 
various relit;ioJS factions hate eai h 
other. The various coustruclions 
tliey place upon ineaninjfUss dojjmas 
have Icil tiiein to massacre, and tor- 
ture, each other. There is in rcalii r 
n» such tliiui; as paity or reiij^i.ms 
justiic. Only where jn<lnineiit ri.'.es 
above party, religion, friend-liip, 
and kindred even, c.m inankin I look 
for justice. It is for this reason that 
liistice is rtjireseiitt d a^, l)liinl. 

William Rundy tlje District .\tlor- 
ney and Judge Thotnphon who pros- 
ucutcd and sentenced Mr. .Moore 
may honestly believe thyt tiiev huvt 

a just sentence, in depriviuu Mr. 
Moore o( his liberty, taking; him 
from his family, and coutinirg him 
in the penitentiary for two long 
years. As I said before dilTerent 
people will place a different con- 
struotion upon a statute or a dogma, 
and do so both naturally and honest 
ly. The weight of a' single word 
has thrown nations into violent dis- 
pute, Iratb aides fighting to thedeath 
in support of their ideas of Justice. 

Religious men have condemned a 
dissenter to the stake honestly be- 
lieving that juatioe (?) demands that 
their shall be no difrerenoe of opin- 
ions on ghostly subjects. The Pur- 
Italns honestly believed that justice 
(?) was meted out to the man, who 
was sent to the pillory for'k'ssiog 
his wife on a Sunday. Elizabeth may 
liave honestly believed that her .sen 
tence of death to the Queen of Scots 
was a just deed; but it hi recordcd.of 
her th^t she never slept well there- 
after. 

There see noquestions which involve 
so much discussion as the sociolog 
ical questions of today. These rjues 
tioaaareonly in a state of develop- 
ment. What seems justice to one 
seems |)ersecutioQ to an other. Take 
tiie divorce question for instance. 
Some of our roliKious creeds say 
there is no JAstice in urauting a di- 
vorce; fur what God, the priest, hath 
joined together, let no Judge, the 
mortal presume to put asunder. 

It is altogether the way different 
factions are taught to view these 
things. The Catholic teaches that 
it is immoral, lustful and lascivious 
for a divorced person to remarry 
The Protestant teaches that it is both 
moral and virtuous. Both may lion- 
estly entertain these dilTeront ideas 
of justice, and both may be honestly 
rl«ht in some i ase-> and both again 
be honestly wiouu It is a question 
whicli involves liuMiaii -ilt'ectious and 
never was the man horn so wise as 
to be able to comprehend the natnre, 
the wants and happiness of the heart 
of anotlier, or ciecidr' the laws which 
shall ifovern it. 

The Krowinjf evil ot divorce the 
marital jealousy and unfaithfulness 
which leads to murder and suicide, 
theyearly prostitution ol hundreds ol 
thousands of soinelody s dau;;hters, 
the secret abuses of youth, the ven 
ereal and other dUeasi '- which prop 
oj{ato oousumptiiMi aiul insanity, the 
deuse ijjnoriiuce of procrealive law, 
which incanacitatos three fourths of 
mankind from makiu>{ proper mari- 
tal ^elei'liou, aud the rapidly spread 
inj; secret vices which cannot be 
thought of wltliout a teelin>{ of 
shame, surely make tho projier 
kuowledv'e of ,sex, the greatest mor- 
al issue the most vital issue in this 
country to<lay.

He Is supposed to have paassd bo* 
yond Bible influeooe. Tm trouble 
with Moore is that be was a preaeh- 
er oaoe and has never gotten out of

Mr. Bundj's talk abent the Amer- 
lean Home was pretty enough, and 
ao doubt toomd ths right spot in 
the jury's hearts. But ooaslderlng 
the passage throogh the mails of the 
stuff la the BiMe, aad tl e 
»f aaslgaatloas, ssat right 
into American homes. It souniwd 
strangelv inooasistent, when he de- 
clared tnat the law provided that 
statute purposely to cover such Ideas 
as those for which Mr. Moore stot d 
indicted. 

But Bundy had a duty to perform;

Bundy, like Rucker went about 
his duty as systematically as deter- 
minedly.

crime, all the way from Ruoker to 
the peoitentiarv.

Moore was allowed to talk 
Bfteen minutos, when the Judge stop- 
ped him and remiuded him that he 
was not talking to the (<rlnt, at>d 
asked him how much llm< he ex- 
pected? Mr. Moors told hluh" that Le 
had not even twgan ret,H)utlfhe 
wanted to stop him at «ny time just 
to say the woid and he would quit." 
"Alright." said the Judge, "I will 
take you at your word i.^nd tell 
vou when you have exhaii^trd your 
lime." 

Mr. Moore than took up bis papor 
which contained the language so 
offensive to Rucker's pio' 
and beginning with the fi 
attempted to show that 
was not a Free Love i>aper 
it was an Infidel-Prohlbitl 
He took up each article s<i 
read the headings, and crlitjnentcd 
on the matter aiscussod^olng his 
best in his feeble and oh 
to prove to the jury, noi

a false charge against him 

The Court permitted hik to talk 
fifteen minutes-and abruptly told him 
that his time was up a id to sit 
down. Ho then charged Inejury 
aad aent them off to tbe|i| rjr room 
It only required Ave mn i|tes for 
themtodeewra a irerdicl of guilty 
I have this now to say a^ut Mr, 
Moore's trial. I have hcjsa in the 
Police Court in this oity where a 
thief with oaly a thir^ dan work 
house eenteaoe oonf rooting him 
was giToa more respectful con 
sUsraMoo than was piven BIr. Moore 
la this trial I have seen <fld bums 
tried for leltorlng, and their ram- 
bling tales told without the Judge 
resting hie head ae inoliaad lo sleep, 
or to OKpress his wsariasss 

I have known of triab ii^bore a 
man was Mwg preseewted wrshsep 
stealing, triam lasttag more than a 
wojk, y«s tor weeks at a time, with 
tlw esamlaation of many witnesses 
to go through with, and lawyers 
spending a half a day at a time in a 
single spsssh, but Mr. Moore was 
aUowed a lltUa piUful thirty min- 
utes, to go over a defense whiob in 
Tolved a far reaohlng and oritioal 
examination; whM fSOniiM the 
most delicate haodlteff henri^a jury, 
hich from appearance would be 
slow in comprehension of an aoalvtl- 
cal subject of any kind. WbsB time 
was called on Mr. Moore, ae bad 
come to himself and was preasatiog 
a good argument. 

Mr. Moore did not suatmoB a slu' 
gle witness, while ha m\^% have 
bad fifty if he had so chosen, filooe 
be occupied no time In his dafeuse 
by the examination of witneases, it 
looks as though he ought, at least, 
to have had a raaMMMkhlt amount of 
the time genewBiy rteaplafl in taking 
testimony 

Whether Mr. Moore presented bis 
ease in a rustic manner or not 
whether be was a little uncouth In 
in observing the dignified pcoprie- 
lles of a United States Court, still 
be is an American citizen; and 
ithout wltuesses, aud a Christian 
jury to face, his verv weakness 
should have been bis defense. He 
was acting as his own lawysr, and 
be had a right to tell it In his own 
way, and a right to ths time to tell 
it— that is if Free Speech and tho 
right of detente are still one of the 
guarantees of American citlcessbip. 

When the jury's verdict of "guil 
ty" was bauded in, the District At- 
torney asked for sentence at once. 
The Judge said he wanted some time 
to consider it, aud would give It st 
ten o'clook next morning, at wbloh 
time Moore and Hughes were called 
before His Honor. In passing sen- 
tence the Judge said, "Mr. Moore, I 
am inclined to be more lenient, with 
you than you deserve. You kne«v 
the law, you had been warnec

Moore wa« asked if bo had anything 
to say why sentence shouM be psS'ted 
upon him.

"Toar Roaor " 
hesald, "I hara some sennies about 
taklag oath as it Is gaaaralfar given. ' ' 
Here he waa latorraolad by the 
Judge saying, "t don't want any 
more trifling here ', Well said Mr. 
Moore, "t don't bePeve in a (jod, 
and will not taks the oath, I wish to 
afllrm" "Aflra Um!" said the 
Judge Impatiently. 

Then Hr. Moore said that ho bad 
been Indicted aad prosecuted on a 
IBlse eharge, that he was neither 
a Free Trover nor the editor of a 
Free Love paper: but sioce he had 
been declared guilty he appealed to 
the Court, s mercy, saying that a 
heavy flue would bankrupt his fam- 
ily, that bis farm waH mortgaged 
for .15,000 which was one third of 
its valuation; that he neither raised 
race horses, nor corn for whisky, 
and a farmer in bis part of the 
country who discarded these mark- 
ets, had a bard time to get along. 
Above all said he ' I want to take all 
the responsibility of this case upon 
my shoulders. Whatever fine or 
Imprisonment is to be meted out, let 
it fall upon me, and not on Mr. 
Hughes. I want him to go back liumo 
tonight to bis wife and batvy. ' 

Then to the consternni ion of nil 
the Liberals present, ss well as to 
many others, the awful sentrni e of 
Imprisonment for two years was 
given. Mr. Hughes was then fined 
$26 OO and costs amountlogtofTi'i 00. 
It was through the quiet Rkillful 
work of Judge Fcland, who gia.sped 
the situation at once, and by fine le- 
gal tactics saved Hughes If Mr. 
Moore had employed Jvdge Feland 
who had studied tho case and came 
epared for it, his defense would_ 
been at least presented with' 
dignity and ability; even if lie did 
not escape imprisonment. But 
every Lioeral present believes that 
it is doubtful whether legal talent 
would have greatly mitigated the 
sentence. 

A'ter the trial was over, a lawyer 
prenent stej)i^ up to me and said

and followed Mr. Bundv to his office 
6 or 6 doors away. While sitting I c 
the waiting room, another lawyer

Imprlsoameat from the start. I 
asked what steps I should take in 
making an appeal? He said "lad- 
vise you to get a lawyer, and you 
can only get >in appeal on a Writ of 
of Error granted by Judge Thomp- 
son, but r don t th'nk it will do any 
good." "All right, said I, I'll get 
the lawyer and there is plenty of er- 
ror to appeal from— all 1 want is the 
time to make It and secure bonds- 
men.', I sentClarkand Kaplun and 
other members of the Ohio Lib- 
eral Society out to communicate 
with other influental Liberals, while 
I went to see a legal adviser. Judge 
Feland, having unfortunately gone 
home the night before. I returned 
In one hour, and found that Moore 
bad been band cufTed and bustled ofT 
to Columbus just tbirty minutes 
after I left Bundy s uf&ce. 

Whether the baste to get him 
away was due to the prospective ajv 
peal, I do not kuow. I would not 
do Mr. Bundy tbe injustice to insiu 
uate It. This case was a legacy to 
him from bis predecessor iu ofhcc. 
As District Attorney, it was his duty 
to prosecute it. If he did so con 
soientiously, be but oerfoniied his 
duty. 

As to tbe justice of bis methods, 
and tbe justice of tho sentence that 
« another thing, and this is what I 
want to call to tbe attention of Lib- 
urals tbrougbot the country. 

Iu justice to the Court, 1 will say 
that Sir. Moore, was otTered the ser- 
vices of a lawyer which he refused, 
and if he bad argued more to the 
point in the beginning, I am satisfied 
the Court would ha\e given him 
more time. 1 want to say too 
that Mr. Moore has very few friends 
among the Liberals in tliis city. He 
has lam basted tbeiu as much as he 
ever did Rucker, aud alienated most 
if them, and thtty do not regard him 
as a representative Frretbougbt ^ 
propagandist What ever action 
they may taku iu this case! 
cannot be regarded as due

He has bees a p psale d lo by bis best 
frieads. and Ubm aad aflala rabaked 
by his sw bserl bar s f«ir - astan lao< 
guage neither dlgaiied aor raiaod, 

But he Is imprfioaad uadar a fblse 
charge. The laaguaffe upoa wbloh 
he was tndleted was neither 
"lewd, obscene nor lascivious" 
as oharged by the District At- 
torney. In fact the words them- 
selves are as chaste as a paragraph 
from Addison. The substance uf tne 
speech Is all that can be called Into 
question, whether or not It is of an 
"inde<'enl character" 

You will notice if you refer back 
to tbe statute previously quoted that 
an offense of this kind involves the 
use of words and language which 
are 'otecene, lewd, lascivious or of 
indecent character. " If .Mr. Moore's 
language for which he was Indicted 
was ALL of these his sentence was 
just under the law. But it was cer 
tainly neith,!r of the flrst three, and 
as to being of an 'Indecent charac- 
ter" that Is a debatable question. 
Is an opinion, clothed In .-"haste 
words, expressed of any of the nat- 
ural appetites regarded by the law 
aR inoc(-ent? That is tho question. 
If not, Mr. .Moore is a wrongly im- 
prisoned man, and the charge 
against him Is as false as the state- 
ment that he Is a Free Lover and 
Editor of a Free Love paper. I un- 
derstand it was decided by the .Super- 
ior Court uf Illinois that the puoUc 
discussion of Lova, free or othorwlss; 
is not "indecent. " 

Mr. Dundy dwelt largely upon the 
"suggestivencss ' of Mr. Moore's 
language, <aylng that ''it suggested 
indiscriminate relation of tbe sexes 
and therefore damnable, lewd and 
indecent. What is "suggestion?" 
"To the pure all thing are pure. " 
' Evil to hiin who evil thinks." 
Wiicrii does tbe law draw the lior al 
"suggestion. ■' Marriage itself is 
only legalized sexuality, and why 
may not tbe "suggestion" of mar 
riags Itself incline to thought of las 
civiousness^ Why may not tho dis 
cussion of Love after amrriage be 
as "suggestive of indeoebtiy" as be 
fore marriace?

When 
ordered to stop by the Court, he was 
making want 1 thought was a very 
good argument. He was endeavor 
lag to prove to the jury, by showing 
them taa oontente of tlw paper, that 
It was aot "a Frss Love**^ journal 
It was a aow thiM to me, to era a 
man on trial, with his llbwrty in 
volved, called down while ho was 
making his best point to prove bis 
innoeenoe. Suppoee he nad bseo 
Indicted toirOdToeatlBg a Chri^n 
prlnolplr /suoh ae Panladvocated— 
that "it Is best for a maaBOttomar 
ryatall." Is there anything more 
offensive to our marriage laws than 
that. Tbe time should be given 
him, and the Ohio Liberal Society 
intends to carry this question to tne 
Superior Court and test it. Tho 
question more than tbe man it thinks 
Is vltaL It involves free speech and 
a fair trial. It concerns every Ag- 
nostic, Atheist, Deist, Socialist, 
Spiritualist, Materialist, and Free- 
thinker of every description in this 
country. If this Comstock law is to 
be pushed with suob vlfor as to send 
men to the penitentiary for mailing 
such language as Mr. Moore used, it 
must also be applied as vigorously 
in other directions. We demand 
fair play. Obscenity, lasdvlousness 
and suggestlveness in the Bible is 
ranker in quality than any that ever 
appeared in the Ulve Ohahs Bladb, 
or in most aoy otlior print for that 
matter. We waul t<i know If this 
Comstock law is made for tbe Infidel 
and not for the preacher. We want 
to know just what and who it covers. 
We wact to know and have it settled 
whether sacred vulgarity has [yivil- 
e^;e before the law, thjt is not to be 
;.,'raiitt>d to the plain, ordinary kind. 
We want to know if an Infidel has 
the ri4.'lil to a fair trial InQdels 
furnished the bands and tbe brains 
and the money when the foundations 
of this country were laid. Tbe whole 
Ke|>ublican principles of government 
as ailopted were the outgrowth of 
the teachings of Thomas Paine, an 
Inlldol. Jefferson, an Infidel, wrote 
its Dt<'laration of Inde|>endence, 
Girard, an Infidel, supplied itstreas 
ury, aud Washington, an Infidel, 
fought its battles.

ment He showed an esMmeee to 
Free Bpesob to 
foraeee, I thiak, 
wae ooaatraed by the Ooart to bo aa 
iBsolenoe aad a deslra to pose as a 
perseontad ladlrMnBl. Nr. Moore 
naa always been a man who hf« baaa 
willing to put hla principles to a la- 
gal lest, BO Bwtter what pbraoaal 
naeriaees be might ba eallsd upoa 
to make. MkMw of hie frieads as 
well as his stMntos hata tboofht 
that he oonrtad Imprisoaswnt for 
notoriety. I am led to believe by 
his actions In this ^1, aad by my 
conversatkms With him that 
in this case this Is a mis- 
take. But when It comes to 
making a legal test of Free Speech, 
he has always been on hand. Con- 
sidering the hundreds of thousands 
of Freethinkers who cowardly re- 
main under cover, for myself I re- 
spect the one man who Is brave 
enough, reckless enough if you will, 
to charge down the front line of 
battle, even if hs has no other ob- 
ject in view than notorietv. The 
front is the most respectable plaoe 
for a man to go down. This flgbt Is 
on and must be settled in tbe courts. 
It may as well be settled right now, 
I ask the Liberalists of this country 
if it isn't about time that men 
should cease being sent to the pen- 
itentiary for their iron opinions and 
open assertions upon dogmatic the- 
ology? If it isn't about time that a 
man can express his views about one 
of the human emotions wltboar be- 
ing deprived of his liberty? 

The Ohio Literal Society has em- 
ployed the law firm of Phares and 
Keller of Cincinnati to test tbe case. 
It has already put up .f 100.00. It 
will probably cost two or three times 
that amount and may be more to 
carry the case to a Superior Court. 
It needs this extra amount and 
doubts not that it will be forthcom- 
iug. Tho Treasurer of the Ohio Lib- 
eral Society; J. C. Willms, North 
West cor. Klgbtand Vine will re- 
ceive contributions 

I call upon tbe Liberal organiza- 
tions and all Liberal papers of this 
country to rise up as one, In protest 
that will be heard and felt. Christi- 
anity if when passiv« and tol- 
.yrant Is .^ ^y^ ,^fip^ffb^-M 
^elops many of th^humat 
stinctR. Hut let it feel the intoxica- 
tion of power, and it develops 
at one* tbe brutal instincts 
which Inbred superstition always 
excites. Many people in this coun- 
try think an Atheist or Agnostic 
has DO right to citizenship whatever. 
Let oases like Mr. Moore's go un- 
challenged, and it is only a question 
of time until the Agnostic, if he 
dare express himself, will follow him. 

Back in the days of Bloody Mary, 
the Catholic bavages of England 
kiUed off the Protestant savages by 
tkousonds. In course of time It 
came the Protestant's turn, and 
Oatholte property was confiscated, 
and every offensive Catholic prieet 
executed.
